TARTING with the June issue, 

Dr. Melchior Palyi, world-rec- 

ognized authority on economics, 
will author a signed page in Ameri- 
can Builder.

Dr. Palyi’s page is being inaugu- 
rated to provide guidance, authentic 
information and foresight for the 
future from the mind of one of the 
world’s foremost authorities. Never 
before has a publication in the 
building field brought to its audi- 
ence such expert thinking on eco- 
nomics as that which will be pro- 
vided through Dr. Palyi's page, 
starting in the June issue of Ameri- 
can Builder. 

Dr. Palyi is a resident of Chi- 
cago. He is engaged as financial ad- 
viser to banks and other institutions 
throughout the country, in addition 
to his active role as author and lec- 
turer. Here are some developments 
Dr. Palyi predicted which came 
about as he said they would: 


In 1940 .. . That long-term rates 
might fall and at any rate would be 
stabilized on a very low level for a 
foreseeable time to come, the price 
of the long term government bond 
staying at or about par for a very 
long time. 


In 1944 . . . That the French 
franc would progressively lose both 
its purchasing power at home and 
its exchange value abroad. 


In 1945 . . . That Russia would 
gradually and systematically bol- 
shevize the countries which her 
troops occupied. 
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In January, 1946 . . . That the 
$3.75 billion loan to Britain would 
not last two years (it lasted actually 
barely 13 months), and would not 
solve Britain’s disequilibrium in in- 
ternational trade. 


At the end of 1946 . . . That 
year 1947 would close with 15 to 
25 per cent higher prices than it 
started with that there would 
be vo general recession.

Early in 1947 . . . That in spite 
of the general inflationary trend in 
this country, recession might occur 
in some individual industries, but 
would not last long. 


In April, 1947 . . . That the then 
occurring reversal of prices was a 
very temporary and mild _phe- 
nomenon that would not affect bus- 
iness trends, and that business in- 
ventories would continue to rise. 


In May, 1947 . . . That Europe 
was heading for an imminent and 
most severe economic crisis, the 
breakdown of international bal- 
ances of payments. 


In July, 1950 . . . That the Ko- 
rean War, which started in June, 
was not a curtain raiser for World 
War III in 1950 but it would set up 
a new wave of price inflation. 


In September, 1950 . . . That the 
United Nation's forces in Korea 
could expect to meet 500,000 “Chi- 
nese Volunteers.” 


Dr. Palyi, an American citizen, 
was born in Hungary and educated 
in Switzerland and Germany, re- 
ceiving his Master's degree from the 
Graduate School of Commerce and 
his Doctor’s degree from the Uni- 
versity of Munich. 

Dr. Palyi’s broad and varied ca- 
reer in Continental countries, Great 
Britain and the United States, com- 
bined practical business activities 
with academic work in some of the 
leading universities both here and 
pene 

In 1928, Dr. Palyi became econ- 
omist for the large Continental 
banking institution, the Deutsche 
Bank in Berlin. In addition, he was 
adviser to the Reichsbank, the cen- 
tral bank of Germany, from 1931 to 
1933, and managing director of its 
Institute for Currency Research in 
Berlin. In 1933, he was guest of the 
Midland Bank, Ltd., in London, 
and invited as guest lecturer by the 
University College of Oxford. Dr. 
Palyi has been a resident of Chica- 
go for the last 18 years. 

Dr. Palyi was in Europe in the 
summer of 1948, and again in 1949, 
to study conditions in about ten 
countries, especially their financial 
problems

With housing production already re- 

wed to meet a government-set goal 
of 850,000 units this year, a 40 per cent 
reduction from the 1950 total of 1,375,000 
units, government officials were urged 
by industry leaders not to cut housing 
volume any further. Frank W. Cortright, 
NAHB executive vice president, said 
that “with a continual housing need of 
well over 1,000,000 units a year, any 
further control would produce a drastic 
housing shortage.” 

Delegates to the meetings heard ex- 
perts give the outlook on availability 
and use of basic building materials. 
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Aluminum production was reported far 
behind present demands, but output by 
1953 is expected to be at least 50 per 
cent more than at present. This increase, 
Cortright said, would take care of all 
military needs with enough remaining for 
housing requirements 

Copper supply was described as most 
critical, with most manufacturers pro- 
hibited from manufacturing any housing 
items other than piping and some part: 
of door locks from the material. Builders 
are permitted, however, to use any ma 
terials they have on hand or can purchase 

Studies are already being made of 
alternates for materials in short supply. 
Cortright said that NAHB committees 
were working closely with the National 
Production Authority, the Office of De 
fense Mobilization and other govern 
ment agencies in efforts to stimulate pro 
luction of scarce materials 

Also being studied by NAHB and its 
affiliates are ways to eliminate unneces 
sary construction costs and to aid some 
cities in amending outmoded and need 
lessly costly building codes 

Preliminary studies already indicate, 
Cortright said, that up to $1,000 can be 
saved in construction, labor and land 
planning costs if builders are required 
to adhere only to nationally recognized 
safety and planning standards in codes 
and zoning regulations, and if labor will 
eliminate all restrictions over output

Low Rental Housing Can Be Profitable 


During my ten years as administrative head of the NAHB I have wit- 
nessed many of our leading builders as they testified before the Congress 
on proposed legislation important to both home buyer and home builder. 
The question of government construction, management and ownership of 
housing inevitably arose. Well-meaning Congressmen have made it a 
practice to probe into the ability of our industry to produce rental housing 
for the very low salaried worker. 


Too many people in important government positions have taken the view 
that private enterprise can do a good job in providing housing for middle 
and high income groups but that private builders and lenders are not inter- 
ested in housing low income families. They think the profit incentives are 
not high enough to merit broad action in this field. Because of this miscon- 
ception, Congress is often prone to provide compromise legislation: meas- 
ures that provide financing vehicles for the average buyer but which also 
contain authorizations for added public ownership of subsidized rental 
housing. 

The organized home building industry must show civic leaders, 
planners, officials and the Congress that we are earnestly endeavor- 
ing to stimulate construction of rental housing at rates which 
lower salaried persons can well afford. 

In the past few years builders have been able to utilize the liberal, emer- 
gency type financing authorized by FHA under Section 608. Hundreds of 
thousands of such units have arisen over the country. Many of these were 
made available to low income groups. Perhaps the shining example of this 
type of project is to be found in Memphis, Tenn., where a number of 
builders have erected attractive, efficient, well constructed rental housing, 
many built specifically for Negroes. Rents have ranged from $30 to $50— 
certainly this is an example of fulfillment of a housing need by private en- 
terprise. Wallace Johnson has done one of the outstanding jobs in this field. 

Nearly every builder has said, at least once in his life, “I can build any- 
thing I can finance.” When FHA authorizations for 608 financing expired 
the vast majority of builders were left with no financing vehicle. 

However, since the need for more rental housing for low income groups 
grows greater each day, NAHB is doing something about it. W. P. “Bill” 
Atkinson, NAHB President, has called a Rental Housing Clinic in Mem- 
phis on May 3, 4, and 5. Most of NAHB’s 166 affiliated local associations 
will send a building team to this important conference 

Also invited are members of the Senate and House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committees, heads of the U. S. Housing Agencies, and other im- 
portant officials. FHA representatives including Frank Richards, FHA 
Commissioner, will explain to the delegates the insuring devices now 
available through FHA in financing rental housing. He will explain in 
detail proposed amendments and revisions of Section 207. It is felt that an 
administrative reworking of this FHA Title can result in a substantial de- 
crease in rentals charged in structures financed under this Title. 

Builder-delegates will also learn how to operate under FHA’s coopera- 
tive housing plan, Section 213, which is gaining in popularity every month 
over the country. Already FHA has approved an estimated 500 separate 
projects under this Title. 

Host at the Rental Clinic will be the Home Builders Association of 
Memphis of which D. T. “Ted” Kimbrough, Jr., is president. Buses will 
take visitors to a number of the Memphis builders’ low rental housing 
projects and describe the projects in builders’ language. 

The builder-delegates will report the facts to their own local associations 
upon their return from this clinic. Additional construction of many thou- 
sands of attractive rental units renting at low rates will be the valuable 
result of this epoch-making conference.

A. Z. NELSON In an article en- 
titled “Do We Need Lumber Price 
Controls?” published in American 
Forests, the author points out that 
while WPB was exerting every in- 
fluence to increase lumber production, 
OP \ policies were operating to dis- 
courage production 

OPA—“It did one thing success- 
fully,” says Nelson. 
all-out lumber production at a time 


“It discouraged 


when lumber was among our most 
critical commodities.” 


PRICE CONTROL—That. more 
than anything else, continues Nelson, 
“dropped lumber production from 36 
billion feet in 1942 to 28 billion feet 
in 1945,” 


1950—Without price control lumber 
production jumped to 38 billion feet 
in 1950. 


WHAT IS CONTROL?-—Price 
cannot be controlled without control 
of the factors that determine cost 
That includes not only labor in the 
woods and mills, but all of the equip- 
ment used in production as well as 
transportation, warehousing and sell- 
ing costs. 


BLACK MARKETS — Without 
control of costs all the way along the 
line, production drops and the black 
market comes into existence. There is 
no realistic alternative. 


WARTIME CONTROLS — The 
only reason for the partial success of 
price controls during the war was 
general public acceptance based on 
patriotism. Even that wore pretty 
thin when a man wanted a little more 
beefsteak or a new tire. 


CURRENT CONTROLS — With 
the unpopularity of the war against 
Chinese communists, and very luke- 
warm acceptance ot the idea of send- 
ing more troops to Europe, price con- 
trol will not work at present. No law 
and no conceivable enforcement staff 
can make price control work if the 
public does not want it. That is true 
not only here, but in any country any- 
where. 


GANGSTERISM—As pointed out 
in this magazine before, imposition of 
price control on a public that does 
not want it, merely opens up a new 
and more lucrative field of operation 
for organized gangsterism. 
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KEFAUVER—Ii the crime investi- 
gating committee he heads succeeds 
in changing nothing, it has proved 
beyond any doubt that there is a highly 
organized national, and possibly in- 
ternational trafic in gambling, nar- 


cotics and vice. 


FINANCE—That this organization 
for the conduct of illicit business has 
unlimited funds at its command must 
be conceded. If its gambling, nar- 
cotics and vice activities are stopped 
nothing would be simpler nor more 
natural than for it to turn to black 
market activities. Presumably lumber 
first, then any or all other building 
materials. Price controls without a 
universal freeze of all cost factors for 
all commodities and services 1s an 
open invitation to black market gang- 
sterism to invade and take over the 
distributive industries. 


NO NEED—As Nelson points out 
price control of lumber succeeded only 
in curtailing production when produc- 
tion was desperately needed. The 
same was true of many other building 
materials. In no small measure was 
price control during the war responsi- 
ble for the critical postwar housing 
shortage. Not only is price control 
not needed now. It never was needed. 


WORLD WAR I—The public was 
unanimously sold on this war. Pa- 
triotism was at a hign point. Price 
control was not imposed. There was 
no unreasonable rise in prices. There 
was no impairment of the production 
capacity of American industry. 


PATRIOTISM — It was equally 
high in World War II, because the 
public was sold on the war. It could 
have been won more quickly without 
the inhibiting effect of OPA. 


FIRST THING—To get things in 
gear and keep prices in line govern- 
ment first must sell the public on its 
foreign military policy. If the policy 
is salable prices will stay in line. If 
the policy cannot be sold government 
will do well to abandon it. All the 
regulations that can be written will 
avail nothing if the public is not in 
sympathy with the need for them. And, 
axiomatically, if the public is in sym- 
pathy there will be no need for regu- 
lations. How long will it take govern- 
ment to stop selling decency and pa- 
triotism short?

THE CONFUSION that always at- 
tends government imposition of regu- 


lations again prevails in Washington, 


NO SOONER is a regulation issued 
than it becomes necessary to begin 
issuing a continuing series of interpre- 
tations, clarifications and changes. In 
a short time these accumulate into a 
baffling 
contradictions. 


THAT IS NO REFLECTION on 
the ability of the authors of the regu- 
lations. It is just impossible to foresee 


array and often introduce 


unintended imbalances and injustices. 
Only 
can bring these to light. 


FOR INSTANCE, just what is 
meant by “actual date such credit is 
extended” in Sec. 6 of Regulation X ? 
There is no specific answer that ap- 
plies to all cases. 


ONLY A GENERAL criterion can 
be advanced. It is that the phrase 
means the date on which the borrower 


experience with a_ regulation 


first receives funds or has funds made 
available to him, or the date on which 
i note or other credit instrument was 
executed. The one to use is the one 
which occurred last. 


ANOTHER QUESTION arose re- 
garding the phrase “appraised value 

determined in good faith.” The

No authorization is needed 
ior post offices if no space 1s provided 
for any other use or for live stock 
judging building at state fair grounds, 
provided the structures are not used 
for recreation or entertainment. 


RADIO AND TELEVISION sta- 
tions need no authorization, nor do 
buildings for publishing newspapers, 

razines and books, provided that 
the principal use is not job printing. 


A RESTAURANT in a factory for 
the exclusive use of factory personnel 
needs no authorization. Restaurants 
for public use do. 


STORAGE BUILDINGS for 
manufacturing, processing or whole- 
saling food products are exempt— 
need no authorization. Buildings for 
manufacturing or repairing business 
machines need no authorization. 


WAREHOUSES AND GA- 
RAGES used exclusively for gasoline 
distribution are exempt, and so are 
garages adjoining new apartment 
houses, if the garage is used exclu- 
Sive ly for the cars of tenants and does 
not ret ce r comic rcial services. 
RELAXATION of terms of Regu- 
lation X have been announced for the 
Savannah River area of South Caro- 
lina and near Paducah, Ky. Under 
certain limitations laid down by 
HHFA, including the provision that 
ill such housing shall be available 
only to AEC per sonnel.

Equipment 
Builds a City 


A full-scale city springs up almost 
overnight in California and wide 
use of power tools--from site pre- 
paration to finish trim--plays a 
major role in its development 


AKEWOOD PARK, a city with an ultimate goal of 

17,150 homes and around 65,000 people—probably the 
largest planned housing development in history—is rapidly 
taking shape in the Los Angeles area. 

The site, which will cover about 10 square miles, is being 
developed by Aetna Construction Co. and Biltmore Homes, 
two long-established contractors, as a joint_firm, the Lake- 
wood Park Corp. Albert C. Martin and Associates are 
supervising architects. By February 24 this vear more 
than 8.000 homes had been sold and 4,605 families had 
moved in. The first foundation was laid in February 1950. 

Because of the large scale of the project close co-ordina- 


tion of work and top efficiency are vital. Power tools and 


equipment are used in nearly every phase of operations, 
from initial site preparation to completion of the houses. 
The wide variety of power devices includes heavy machines 
like graders, ditchers and concrete mixers, several types of 
saws and drills, routers, planers, sanders, pipe cutters and 
threaders, concrete buggies and vibrators, as well as many 
others. 

Lakewood homes range in price from around $8,000 to 
$10,000. There are 39 different styles, 13 basic floor plans 
with three or four variations of each. Each house has a one- 
or two-car garage.

With this idea, the building firm de- 
vised a materials handling system that 
has now grown into one of the smooth- 
est mill-precutting operations in the 
country. 

The operation revolves around the 
use of patterns for marking all pieces 
to be cut for a house, and a method 
of filing pieces once they are cut, de- 
veloped by Robert G. Snowden of the 
building firm 

The pattern system is based on the 
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assumption that power tools are most 
profitable when they are the most 
busy. In other words, if a power saw 
is cutting material 100 per cent of 
the time, then it is the most profitable 
to the owner. Its profitability dimin 
ishes in proportion to the time it is 
kept idle. The patterns system, used 
in a precutting mill, is designed to 
keep a radial arm saw going almost 
continuously. 

The radial arm saw is mounted at 
one end of a long table that resembles 
an assembly line. On the Keesler proj 
ect it is situated lengthwise in the 
center of an old roller rink that was 
converted into a mill. The saw is near 
a wide doorway, where uncut ma- 
terials are unloaded from trucks. The 
materials are stacked near the saw 
according to their dimensions, then 
placed on the long table for marking. 

One man who acts as shop fore- 
man knows the dimensions of each 
piece of lumber used in framing a 
particular house, since he has a sheet 
of plans for each phase of framing— 
from 2x4 plates that go on concrete 
slab floor perimeters, to top plates 
and porch beams. A roll of plans for 
a typical house in the project has 22 
sheets. In addition, the shop foreman 
(or construction superintendent) has 
wood patterns marked for each fram- 
ing member to be cut. 

Before a member is cut, it is marked 
bv one of more than 80 patte rns (made 
with 2x4’s, 2x6's, or exact sizes, to 
proper lengths), all kept in a single 
bin in the materials “filing system 
In the Keesler operation. enough 
material for as many as 30 houses 
is cut in one day. 

As each piece is cut, it is dipped 
in wood presery itive (if necessary 
for that piece ) and placed immediately 
into a “file.” or one of the many bins 
built along each side and down the 
center of the shop. Each framing 
member is marked according to the 
pattern used, and is filed in the bin 
with the corresponding number. 

To select materials for a given 
house, a trailer, pulled by a Willys 
Overland jeep, is taken through the 
shop, and one piece of material is 
taken from each bin. By the time a 
piece has been taken from each bin 
the trailer is fully loaded, has enough 
material to frame one house, and is 
ready to be pulled to the building site. 

Significant feature of the pattern 
system is that it could be used by a 
builder who builds no more than three 
or four houses a year. And home 
designs can be varied merely by mak- 
ing a new set of plans and making 
patterns to fit them. Another impor- 
tant aspect of the system is that it 
would enable a builder to cut all the 
lumber for a given number of houses

The plan contains 1258 square feet 
of livable area, not including garage 
or outdoor play space. These units 
add 324 square feet to the total. 

The planis also arranged into 
three zones of activity, such as quiet, 
living and service. Each zone is 
closely integrated with the other cre- 
ating a flexible grouping of units. 
Circulation to all areas is controlled 
from the entrance foyer without any 
overlapping 

The location of the bedroom which 
adjoins the living room makes it 
available as a possible study. If used 
for that purpose, a door leading di- 
rectly to the living room would in- 
crease its value. The triple-use-bath 
is an economy feature designed for 
use where space is at a premium and 
cost of an extra bath prohibitive. 
This arrangement greatly increases 
the effectiveness of this room and yet 
adds only one more fixture as

against a standard bathroom setup. 

An unusual feature of this house 
is the outdoor-indoor play area. This 
portion is an extension of the garage 
with a large sliding door on one side 
wall which, when completely open, be- 
comes a porch.

Clay Masonry 
Wall Types, Uses 


Here is basic information 
every builder should know 
about walls made with clay 
products. For many build- 
ers much of the data is new 


Structural clay masonry walls are 


usually classified according 


to types 
of construction, as solid masonry 
walls, hollow masonry walls, cavity 
walls, faced or composite walls and 
veneered walls 

Solid masonry walls consist of 
masonry units laid with the joints 
between the units filled with mortar 
They may be built of either solid or 
hollow masonry units in any required 
thickness for both load bearing and 
non-load-bearing construction. Solid 

walls are perhaps the oldest 
type of masonry construction known 
to man. Such walls are highly fire 
resistive and are capable of carrying 
extremely heavy loads—both com- 
pressive and lateral. 

Hollow masonry walls are built 
of masonry units so arranged as to 
provide air spaces in the wall and 
in which the facing and backing are 
bonded together with masonry units 
Such walls are usually constructed 
with solid units, although hollow 
units may be used. So-called “Rolok 
bak” and

boards were all made to order. 

Great care was used in selecting 
bright, cheery colors for the interior. 
Most are pastel combinations, except 
in the dormitory, where a dark, rest- 
ful green was used for the walls, and 
a pale green for the ceiling.

sire in the way of shelter, comfort, 
and working conditions ?’ 

‘The result of the research was a 
stanchionless barn, adaptable as a 
beef-cattle or dairy loafing barn, 
built high on the north side for hay 
storage, low and wide-open on the 
south so the cows can walk in and out 
at will. It is equipped with a movable 
fence, or feed bunks, separating the 
cows from the hay. As winter ad- 
vances, more and more loafing area 
is provided as the cows eat back into 
the hay, pushing the fence along as 
they go. D.A.S. has also designed 
milking parlor to go with this barn. 
It is based on the theory that it is 
simpler to let the cow carry milk to 
the equipment than to carry the 
equipment to the cow. Because the 
barn requires no foundation or scaf- 
folding—it is held up by chemically 
treated poles—no notching, and very 
few sawed lengths, it can be built for 
around $2.000, half the cost of the 
less efficient conventional barn. 

“Much of the same kind of job has 
been done by D.A.S. on hog houses 
a Quonset-type design with movable 
sections that provide s shelter from the 
cold at farrowing time, and large 
shady areas for the hogs in summer 

corncribs, trench silos, machine 
heds, ete. All the buildings are de- 
signed as tools to save labor, all are 
first constructed and tested = on 
Doane-managed farms.” 

It is too much to hope for the 
widespread application of such econ- 
omy on the farms of America. And it 
is equally futile to hope that the time 
vill come when all building codes will 
be uniformly efficient. 

But is it not pleasant to contem- 
plate how much happier everybody 
would be if it were possible to live in 
a world without waste!

Comments on Regulation 
Sirs: As a general contractor op- 
erating in four counties of central 
Wisconsin, which are divided equally 
between farming and resort recrea- 
tion areas, I believe that Regulation X 
under present government control 
will decrease the average construc- 
tion of homes and commercial build- 
ings by at least 50 per cent. At least 
50 per cent of all construction in this 
area is purchased by veterans, whose 
financial backing is limited in most 
cases, and we have banks in this area 
who will not make a veteran loan be- 
cause of the low rate of interest (41% 
per cent). 

Farmers, business men and resort 
owners in the area are a fairly pros- 
perous class of building investors who 
will not be affected to any 
tent by the Regulation because of the 
ability to make the substantial cash 
payment necessary. The only factor 
I can see which is of great importance 
in this area is the cost of labor and 
materials. Regulation X, in my opin 


great ex- 


ion, will be a strong factor in leveling 
off the spiraling building material 
prices, and also in the availability of 
building materials in smaller com- 
munities where building will be ma- 
terially cut down. 

\ recent survey by the VA of 
building material costs in the state 
of Wisconsin indicates that smaller 
communities pay a much higher price 
for building materials because of the 
smaller number of lumber yards and 
material dealers. It is my opinion that 
Regulation X is a good thing for 
builders who operate in a small com- 
munity.

From Australia 


Sirs: I am about to construct a house 
which will have a flat roof. As there 
are only a few of these in this city, 
there is not much information con- 
cerning this type of roof construction. 
The materials at hand are galvanized 
iron, corrugated asbestos, and wood 
covered with a bituminous compound 
The difficulties are to make it water- 
proot. With the use of asbestos, the 
recommended pitch is 74% degrees, 
which would give a lean-to roof of 
about 4 feet 6 inches drop in 35 feet. 
This is more than I want. With the 
use of galvanized iron, the best 
method would be to sweat the joints 
and fill in the nail holes. From the 
information available here, the most 
satisfactory method would entail the 
use of wood, using either flooring or

The flat or semi-flat roof is rap- 
idly gaining in popularity in the 
United States and in almost all 
cases roofs that have a pitch of 
less than 3 in 12, which would em- 
brace the normal semi-flat or shed 
roof are covered with a built-up 
roof of 3- or 4-ply of 15-pound 
felt, each ply thoroughly mopped 
over the other with the top sur- 
face covered with clean gravel. A 
metal gravel stop is provided at 
the ends and sides of the roof to 
keep the gravel from washing 
away.
